"Well, tell him not to try the 
ice. It's dangerous." 

•' All right, father. Is the river 
really frozen cli'ar across?" 

" Yes, you hizy girl. AH glare. 
You ought to have known that an 
hour ago. Call after Ai-chie if he 
has started. Tell him il's too weak." 
"Yen, father Good by." 
Before she got to the front «loor 
Archie had vanished among the 
spruces, balsams, maples and 
beeches of the Armstioug grounds, 
which occupy n largo tract of 
plateau and terraced hillside «»n of 
the east shore of the Quesuel 
River, one of the hundred large 
trlbntaries of the Ottawa. On the 
west shore stand the big Arm- 
strong sawmill and bilingual 
village of Quesnel. 

It was biiieily cold, November 
18, 1907. Unusually early zero wea- 
ther had set in the evening before. 

Isabel 8hlvere<l in the bleakness 
as she closed the front door behind 
her, that her mother might not hear. 
Then she called, "Archiel" and 
her father's warning at the top of her 
voice. 

Archie, running, Invisible to her 
on the meandering carriage drive 
among ruslling dry loaves, heard her 
tones only.

Old-fashioned (Canadian 
lumber kings, who get out at five in 
summer and half past in winter, are 
not indulgent of family "slug-a- 
beds." 

A .turn of the drive brought 
Archie within view of the sawmill 
down-nteam, the bridge up-river, 



the falls still farther up, the 
scattered village, the sclioolhouse, 
where the bell was ringing. But 
he was hardly aware of seeing 
anything except that fascinating 
glar^ Ice which sheeted the river-, 
three boys skating near the Quesnel 
side, and thirty or forty people 
watching the skaters from the 
farther edge of the open flume.

An undirlation rose 
slightly before and far beside him, 
racing with him, as it were. At any 
moment he might break through. 
He must do so if he should stop or 
try to turn back. Thai would 
never do. Already he was nearly 
half-way across. His one chance of 
^foape was to hrrtry onward. 

To keep his feet he <'hanged to 
sliding again. It was like tr-avers- 
Ing smoothest plale glass. Through 
the thin sheet he saw bubbles and 
twigs borne by the mldrlver current, 
with small cakes of whitish Ice from 
the edges of the open water above 
arrd below lh(> falls.

An amethyst which is believed to 
be the largest in the United SUtes 
has feetr sold by Alexander Meads, 
a pioue«jr prospector of Marquette, 
Mich., to F. R. Vlgeant. of Sault 
Ste. Marie. It weighs 2000 pounds. 
The stone was found lu.a cave on 
the north shore of Lake Superior 
forty-years ago. and U had l>eeu In 
Mr. Mead's possession ever since. 
The next largest amethyst of which 
there is record is in the Central Park 
Museum in New York. It weighs 
ISO pounds. 



The Aiiiericau Red Cross has jnst 
made the announcement that the Red 
Cross Christmas Stamp is soon to b>e 
placed on sale in all parts of the State. 
The stamp is of an attractive design 
selected from 1200 submitted in com- 
petition. The Society has already 
ordered 30,000,000 but it is expected 
that 50,000,000 will be sold by 
Christmas. These stamps will be 
used as " stickers" on gifts, pack- 
ages and letters during the holiday 
season. 

Ill this State the Red Cross and 
the State Charities Aid Association 
are co-operatiug in promotiug the 
sale of this stamp through their local 
organizations. The plan agreed 
upon, is that the Red Cross furnish 
the stamp and the necessary adver- 
tising matter to the Kxal agents, 
who will supervise the sale and re- 
ceive four-fifth's of the proceeds to 
be devoted to fighting Tuberculosis 
in the locality, the remaining cue- 
fifth reverting to the American Red 
Cross to pay expenses. Many locali- 
ties are seizing this opportunity to 
start a substantial fund to be used in 
fighting the white plague. Among 
the cities and towns reached directly 
through the local organizations of 
the Red Cross aud State Charities 
Aid Association are : 

Albion, Altamout, Ballston Spa, 
Batavia, Bornville, Brockport, 
Brookfield, Cambridge, Canandai- 
gua. Canton, Carniel, Cohoes, Cort- 
land, Cuba, DeRuyter, Dobbs Ferry, 
Dryden, Dundee, EUenville, Elmira, 
Fonda, Fulton, Geneva, Horuell, 
Middletowu, Oswego, Palmyra, 
Rome, Sandy Hill, Scheuevus, 
Warrensburg, Warsaw, Waterloo, 
Watertown, Westport, Whitney's 
Point, White Plains, Allen's Hill, 
Clifton Springs, East Bloomfield, 
Gorham, Honeye, Seneca Castle, 
Stanley, Naples, Binghamton, Hud- 
son, Poughkeepsie and Syracuse. 

The Rochester Public Health 
Association has already ordered 50,- 
000 stamps and the Buffalo Associa- 
tion for the Relief and Control of 
Tuberculosis has also'made applica- 
tion. Permission has been obtained 
to sell the 'stamps in all the Post- 
offices of the country. Newspai)ers, 
bill posting associations, street cars 
and churches are all interested in the 
sales. The advertising matter su\>- 
plied by the Red Cross includes 
posters, placards and attractive pub- 
licity circulars. The stamps will 
probably not be placed on sale before 
Thanksgiving day, but after that 
time they will be available in station- 
ery stores, drug stores, schools, 
churches, postoff ices and many other 
headquarters will be established in 
the various cities. 

Mr. Ernest P. Bicknell, Director 
of the American National Red Cross, 
states "that in 1908 the Red Cross 
Christmas stamps were sold in 
thirty-five States and territories and 
$135,000 to be devoted solely to 
forwarding anti-tuberculosis work 
was the result. ' '

Slanfichter of the Innocents. 

The November issue of the 
Annals contains an article, "A 
Plea for the Feeble-Minded Deaf," 
by Mr, J. A. Mcllvaine, Jr., a 
teacher in "The Pennsylvania 
Institution for the Deaf and Dumb," 
at Mt. Airy, Philadelphia. 

I do not for a moment question 
Mr. Mcll vane's devotion to the 
deaf, nor his zeal in his profession, 
nor his sincerity, nor his veracity. 
Aa to the last, I am quite sure he 
gave his daU simply aa they were 
supplied hitn. 

But the article contains statements 
that are astounding and misleading. 

For instance, it is stated that ' ' tbe 
records of the Pennsylvania Institu- 
tion for the Deaf and Dumb show 
that during the past four years 
twenty-nine feeble-minded deaf 
were admitted." 

Mark you, TWENTY - NINE 
"FEEBLE - MINDED DEAF! 
About twelve per cent ! 

In the Fall of 1908 fifty-one 
pupils were admitted. 

Of this number six were discharg- 
ed after a few months' trial ' ' as 
actually feeble-minded," and one or 
two more will be refused re-admis- 
sion the coming year. This is a 
total of 13.72 per cent, though Mr. 
Mcllvaine adds that " six or eight 
percent ' ' is nearer the usual annual 
number. 

Are these unfortunate children 
really pbbblb-mindbd ? 

About 1,400 new pupils enter 
American schools for the deaf every 
Fall. Is it for the fraction of a 
moment credible that nearly one 
hundred of these fourteen hundred 
are really " feeble-minded." 

Is it credible that of the 13,000 
deaf children who entered our schools 
during the present decade, a round 
thousand are " feeble minded?" Or 
even half that numt>er ? 

Pennsylvania has a total public 
school enrollment of 1,225,338. Is 
it credible that five per cent, or 61 ,250 
of these children, are feeble-minded ? 
Or even two percent ? or even one 
percent? 

Mr. Mcllvaine accepts the follow 
ing definition of a feeble-minded 
hearing child. So do I. 

' ' Feeblemindedness is a condition , 
not a disease, and is incurable 
Feeble-minded children cannot be 
trained /or /»/<? in the world. They 
may be self-supporting, but not self- 
directing. They are capable of a high 
grade of manual work, and often 
excel in certain lines of training. 
Undtr iht wise directum of an insti- 
tution they can do almost all manner 
of farm and household work; make 
mats, mattresses, clothing, and 
carpets, and care for their more help- 
less associates. 

Were all the twenty-nine deaf- 
mute children specified really 
" feeble-minded " in this sense ? 

I do not believe it. 

They may have Ijeen " feeble- 
minded' ' and incapable of education 
according to the method employed 
in " The Pennsylvania Institution 
for the Deaf and Dumb," but I fully 
and firmly believe that not less than 
twenty- five, possibly all twenty-nine, 
of these unfortunate outcasts would 
have responded like flowers trans- 
planted from a noisome cellar to the 
glad sunlight and the refreshing 
rain, if subjected to the sweet 
influence of the Combined System. 

The Oral Method is prescribed by 
law in Pennsylvania. 

There is something rotten in the 
State of Pennsylvania. 

Mr. Mcllvaine makes a plea for a 
separate school for the " feeble 
minded deaf " in Pennsylvania. 

I would make a plea for a revision 
oj the school law of Pennsylvania, 
making the Combined System 
obligatory in ALL its four schools 
for the deaf and requiring a working 
knowledge of the American sign 
language of every one of the one 
hundred and twenty-six teachers em- 
ployed in these schools. 

"The present law was sneaked 
through the legislature without con- 
sulting the educated deaf of the 
State, as represented by the P. S. A.

There is something rotten in the 
State of Pennsylvania. 

A few comparisons may not be out 
of place. 

New York has a population about 
15 per cent in excess of Pennsyl- 
vania's. New York has 1,973 pujrfls 
in its eight .schools for the deaf, or 93 
per cent in excess of Pennsylvania's 
r,oi9. New York's public school 
enrollment is 1,343.379: Pennsyl- 
vania's 1,225,388. 

In other words. New York's public 
school enrollment is only 9 percent 
in exceas of Pennsylvania, but her 
deaf-mute school enrollment exceeds 
Pennsylvania's by 93 per cent ! 

There's something rotten in the 
Stateof Pennsylvania, andthissome- 
tbing rotten is the method prescribed 
by Pennsylvania's law for educating 
its deaf children. 

What does the Pennsylvania So- 
ciety for the Advancement of the 
Deaf really exist for ? The Doyles- 
town Home is a moet noble and 
praiseworthy object, but is it the 
l>e-an and the end all of the Society's 
existence ? It would seem so. 

Would not tbe "advancement" of 
tbe Pennsylvania deaf be better serv- 
ed by guarding the rights of help- 
less deaf children to a sane, humane 
process of education ? Has the asso- 
ciation the courage to w<»'k for and 
iasirt upon aa smgndtaent •ubetitnt- 



ing the words, "Combined System," 
for "Oral Method" in the present 
educational law relating to the dcpf 
of the State ? 

I regret that the National Associa- 
tion has not the means to ascertain 
the names and addresses of the pa- 
rents of these shamelessly abused 
twenty-nine "feeble-minded" deaf 
children. I regret that it has not 
the means to send an agent to these 
parents to enlighten them as to the 
real nature of the "feeble-minded- 
ness" of their children. I regret that 
these parents cannot be enlisted in a 
movement that will remove the 
stigma thus cast upon them.selves 
and their offspring, and that would 
result in a remedy of the evil vastly 
more expeditious, efficient, and vast- 
ly less expensive than a separate 
school for "feeble-minded" deaf.

15, 
1909. — Although we Inive had a De- 
partment for the Deaf in connec- 
tion with St. Olaf College for the 
past three years, wo have as yet 
faile<l to see any news items reUiive 
to the activities of deef here at St. 
Olaf. Wc sha'l, therefore, with the 
permission of the editor of the JotJR- 
>fAL, try to give a few news items 
occasionally about the doings at 
I his college. 

It may perhaps be of some inter- 
est to several readers of the JOUR- 
NAL to hear some of the reasons 
why a Department for the Deaf was 
established in connection with this 
college. Perhaps, there may also 
be some one who may have thought, 
that our Department has V»een 
founded in op|>osition to onr Na- 
tional Cellego for the Deaf in 
Washington. To thb* we will most 
emphatically say, No. There is no 
one in connection with this inslitu 
tion who have ever entertained 
such an idea The chief aim of this 
Department is to reach those of our 
deaf young people, who for certain 
reasons could not attend our Na- 
tional College. The Principal of 
this Department, Prof. A. O. B. 
Molldrem, is a graduate of the Noi- 
mal Department at Gallaudet Col- 
.Icge, and as sucli, he entertains a 
high esteem and respect for that 
institution, and we knoW that he 
does in nowise encourage them who 
have planned to go to Washington 
to enroll at St. Olaf College, 

It. had been felt for some time 
that the deaf people here in the 
middle-west, as well as In the West, 
had not availed themselves of the 
opportunities offered afGallaudet 
Collwge, and so it was 'bought that 
if a department conhl be establish- 
ed in connection with a Western 
college, more of our deaf young 
people miuht get a chanee to pur- 
sue a higher Instruction, and we 
feel that this thought will be re- 
cognized. 

Of the ten students who so fai 
have attended St. Olaf, none have, 
aa far as we know, contemplated of 
going to Gallaudet. Well, enough 
said about this. 

November 6th, 7th himI 8th, were 
days of festivities here at St. Olaf, 
lue to the fact that it was the 35th 
Anniversary of its foundation. 
Hundreds of friends, ex-students 
and abinint, congregated on Mani- 
tou Heights to participate in the 
festivities. Addresses, music, re- 
freshments, meetings and banquets 
succeeded one another throughout 
the three days. In the evening of 
tliv 6fh, promptly at seven o'clock, 
the main building was brightly 
illuminated from basement to flag- 
p»>le. The dates 1874-1909 slione 
l>riuhtly down upon the upturned 
faces of the large crowd beneath, 
while the waving flag at the top of 
the flag-pole caught up the reflexion 
of the hnndreds of electric lights. 
It was a sight not easily forgotten. 
The beautiful weather, also, con- 
tributed in a (;reat measure to make 
the '* fest " a complete success. 

At [iresent there are four bun 
dred and seventeen students en 
rolled, and several more are ex- 
pected in the near future. 

Last Saturday evening, the deaf 
students assembled In Hoyme's 
Memorial Chapel for the purpose of 
organizing a literary sf)ciely, and 
also for the purpose of electing cor- 
respondents for several publications 
for tbe deaf. .Miss Mabe Sharp 
was appointed to write for the 
Minnesota Componion, Miss Emma 
Erickson for the South Dpkota Ad- 
vocate, \fr. Enoch Schelnan for the 
iMenl Observer^ and presumably he 
will write to a couple of the Nor- 
wegian papers, as he is conversant 
with that language ; Mr II. Land- 
snerk, an assistant Inalructor, 
agreed to write a few " Nesheiten " 
to the Wisconsin Tirne.i, while the 
undersigned ooiild write to any 
paper. 

Messrs. Toroll, Lee and Jacobson 
were elected to draft a constitution 
for the literary society, and to 
make other necessary preliminary 
arrangements for the next meeting. 
We hope that the sf»clety will be 
a success, and that all will derive 
great benefits from it.

Football is over for tli«' season. 
Still there lingers an interest in the 
game on acount of the recent 
(levelopements In collages in and 
around Washington. Eollowing 
the death of Archer Christian, star 
half batik of Virginia, who received 
fatal injuries during llin George- 
town-Virginia game two weeks ago, 
the Georgetown University authori- 
ties have al>olishpd football from 
their department of athletics until 
such chanuea in the rules have t»t«en 
inatle as to free the game from 
danger. Other colleges have either 
abolisheil the sport as did George- 
town, or have cancelled the games 
remaining on their schedules. 
There is some talk In favor of a 
prtjliibitivo District law. Next 
year's sport tlepends on the action 
of the National Rules Committee at 
the meeting in January. 

Gallaudet played out her schedule 
without serious injuries to players 
Several bad s[»rains were sustained, 
and one dislocated arm; but worse 
accidents have hapjiened to con- 
testants in a gaint> of ttinni. . 
True, these injuries, small as they 
may appear, wore largely re- 
sponsible for our lack of success; 
for so few are the really capable 
players here that the temiwniry 
loss of one Varsity man holds back 
the entire team. 

The faculty here at Gallaudet 
has not taken any such final action 
as that at Georgetown. Since our 
season is over, the work of the Rules 
Committee will be depended upon 
to decide next season's prospects. 
However, it is pretty ciMlain that 
should no change be mH<le i 1 the 
rules football will no longer bo per- 
mitted at Gallaudet. 
IfProceeding with plans for next 
season, the Gallaudet College Ath- 
letic Ass'n, at a meeting held last 
Saturday, elected Tom L. Ander- 
son, '12, of Texas, manager of the 
team, and ratified th»» players' 
choice of Vernon S. Biiek, '12, of 
New York, for captain. 

Wo have s|)okpn of the team's 
lack of suc(!ess this season. This is 
true in the respect of games won 
Out of seven scheduleil contests 
our boys brought home the bacon 
only once. Four were coinplett* 
shul-ouls, and one was lost by th*> 
narrow margin of two points and a 
bum umpire, while the other was 
only thrlce-removtid fiom an old- 
fashioned white washing. Two 
practice games with Central High 
School were easily won, the last by 
the act)re of 40 to 0. If was in con- 
duct on the field that our lH)ys made 
up for losses. What penalties 
Gallaudet sulTttred on this season's 
gridiron were for minor infractions 
of the rules, never for rough play- 
ing. In the games with M A. C, 
one of onr players was removed, 
supposedly for slui/glng, but the 
action of the referee did not receive 
general approval.

Tiiey put up a 
pretty stiff games at all times, and 
more than once had the Varsity 
sweating blood In order to avoid the 
disgrace of being beaten by a scrub 
team. Next year's football squad 
will he without the services of two 
men who, for the better part of five 
seasons, have been our most con- 
sistent linesmen. These men are 
Cad well and Isackson, 10, right 
guard and tackle respectively. 

Cadwell is a dainty little fellow 
weighing somewhere in the viclidty 
of two bundled pounds Fairbauks, 
and while it is not all beef the fat 
serves the same purpose as the 
bumper on the front end of a street 
c r. He swears allegiance to the 
fair State of Minnesota, where foot- 
ball flourishoth like whiskers in 
Kansas, and a football player non 
solum nascitur, aedfit. After being 
off and on durinu; his Duck year, 
Caddy has played in every game for 
the last four seasons, receiving bnt 
one injury worthy of note, a black 
eye. Caddy has red hair and also 
a red nose, as well as a dimple in 
his chin, and during contests al- 
ways exposes liis uncovered head to 
as many of the enemy as possible 
with telling effect. Although neith- 
er by temperament or circumstance 
a farmer, Caddy's specialty is 
ploughing, that is, making the en- 
emy's line resemble a newly-busted 
cornfield.

The following is taken from a re- 
cent issue of the Boston Qlobe: 

One of the Otost unique cases in 
the history of the Superior Court is 
now ou trial before Judge Richard- 
son in the Equity Session, Matthew 
F. Cheevers of Bright<)n is suing 
Soipinon H. Winne, of Kingston, 
N. Y., for the price of a cottage at 
Revere Beach and the suit is defend- 
ed, Mr. Winne claiming to hold 
receipts for his money. 

Tl^e case is interesting because 
that though oonneel ask questions 
of the witnesses, no replies are 
heard; plaintiff, defendant and two 
of the three other witnesses are deaf 
and dumb. 

Every question of the lawyers 
has to be interpreted in the sign 
language to the witnesses ; their 
replies are made to the interpreters 
in signs and the interpreters then 
translate into the spoken word to 
the court. 

The plaintiff yesterday testified 
that he owned a cottage on leased 
land, off Bonlevanl Avenue, Revere. 
This cottaue he let to a Mr. and Mrs. 
French, who occupied it, and who 
took as a boa rtler Solomon H Winne 
of Kingston, a traveling t)ook agent. 
Mr. Winne finally liked the cottage 
so much that he attempted to buy it. 

The plaintiff says he gave Mr. 
Winne a bill of sale, which Winne 
was to take home to his mother at 
Kingston, N. Y., if she approved of 
the purchase, she was to supply the 
money, $231.12. Winne's ciaint, on 
the other hand, is that what the re- 
ceipt from Mr. Cheevers was a re- 
ceipt for money paid down ; and he 
says he even has Mr. Cheever's 
original receipts given by the former 
owner, from whom Cheevers Imntfht. 

Mrs. French is deaf; the int.erpret- 
ers, EH. Cunningham of Cambridge 
for the plaintiff, and E P. Clarke 
of Mystic, Ct., for the defendant, are 
both signtalkera for the reason that 
they came from families in which 
some members were deaf. Two wit 
nesses, who are said by Winne to 
have seen his money paid and even 
to have counted it, are deaf; the 
third witness is Mrs. French's nine- 
year-old dsughter who is not deaf. 

The case has attracted a good deal 
of attention because of its unusual- 
ness, and Harry White, the deaf 
author of "Law Points for Every- 
body," is reporting it for his journal 
for deaf people.

It is proposed to create a ineinoiial 
to the late Rev. Thomas Gallaudet, 
D.D., by tlie erection of a Parish 
BuihHiiK for St. Ann's Church for 
Doaf-MutoH. Tiie present Church 
Ih Hitnatc^d on 148th Street, just west 
of Amsterdam Avenue, and is built 
some twenty-flve feet back from tha 
line of the iti-eet to permit the erec- 
tion of such a building as above 
indicated, which will form a facade 
to the church edili(!eund be a center 
of ntii^ious aiii social life amonust 
the silent peoples. Dr. Uallauaet 
hoped during his lifetime to see tbe 
erection of tli'ls building, which 
would have completed the church 
with which his naire has always 
been associated. This wnn not pei- 
miited, and it is suggested as a 
most titling memorial to him that 
thiH work be now undertaken. St. 
Ann's Church is used wholly for 
the deafmntes. 

The new building will occupy a 
plot of ground about forty-five fe«t 
along the street front and twenty- 
tlve feet in depth. It will be thise 
stories in height, with a basement, 
and will be used for the social, r«- 
ligious and industrial needs of tb« 
deaf-mutes of New York. The 
i^mount required for " The Ualiau- 
6el Memorial Parish Building" will 
be al)out |!.'50,000, and the building 
itself, in its i)()sition and purpose, 
will form a conspicuous mouument 
lo him whose life was devoted to th« 
l^llent peoples. They themselves 
heartily endorse the memorial.
